13. |3 Other: Applicants arguments with respect to lack of utility are not found to be persuassive for reasons of record of Office 
actions dated 6/28/2004 and 3/30/2005. The specification does not disclose a correlation between any specific disorder and the 
altered level expression or form of the claimed polypetide. In addition, the specification does not teach or describe the function of this 
polypeptide. There is no nexus provided by the Applicant to a disease state and the protein of the instant invention. In addition, the 
specification fails to provide a nexus between mRNA expression and the plypeptide of the instant invention . 
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
